heaven. The testimony of Dr. Chaliners on 
this point has often been referred to. ‘lwelve 
years he preached the reformation of morality, 
and honesty, and integrity among his people, 
leaving out Christ and him crucified as the 
basis of his ministrations; and he tells us, as 
the result, that he labored in vain, and spent 
his strength for naught; none of those to 
whom he ministered being made moral or 
more honest by his preaching. ‘The same has 
always been the result, wherever the experi 
ment has been made. On the other hand, the 
preaching that dwells much and affectionately 


| on Christ, that makes him first and fundamen- 


tal in its ministrations, enforcing its instructions 
by motives drawn from the love of Christ, and 
making all the lines of its influence meet and 
center in him,—such preaching is never lett 
without decisive tokens of God’s approbation. 
He attends it with the power of his Spirit; 
sinners are awakened and converted, and 
Christians are editied in faith aud iove. 

I have before referred to the experience of 
David Brainerd, and the Moravian mission- 
aries. And I will now add that of the cele- 
brated Gossner, a conveited Catholic priest, 
who is, or was a few years since, a Protestant 
clergyman in Berlin. It is said that he has 
probably been the means of the inmediate 
conversion of more souls than any man living. 
Yet, he seldom varies in his manner of preach- 
ing. ‘The love of Christ is almost his constant 
theme ; and his preaching is almost a constant 
pouring out of the warm effusions of the heart 
on the love of God, the preciousness of the 
Savior, the glory of his salvation, and the bless- 
edness of heaven, where Christ reigns. Preach 
ing of this kind may,in the estimation of a world- 
ly mind, seem devoid of the elements of power. 
But tacts demonstrate the contrary. It brings 
to needy, guilty man a message adapted to his 
deepest wants; a message of love, of pardon 
and life from his:God; it tells him of the kind- 
ness and compassion of one who has died for 
his redemption, risen again for his justification; 
it tells him of help provided for him in the 
agency of the Holy Spirit; it speaks to him 
ina voice of tenderness and love, warning him 
indeed of danger, but pointing tO a way of es- 
cape; and while it proflers all needed aid to 
the poorest and most guilty of our race, it al- 
lures to heaven, and directs the steps in the 
path thither, by unfolding the joys of salvation, 
and holding out the crown of eternal glory.— 
This is Gospel; this is glad tidings; and rely 
upon it, brethern, the nearer we keep the Gos- 
pel in these views of it to our hearts, and the 
more we dwell upon it as a doctrine of Christ 
crucified, a suffering, sympathizing, reigning 
Savior, the nearer will Christ be to our 
souls, the more of his presence shall we enjoy

Pastors not Pastures. 


We remember in our boyhood to have been 
at the meeting of one of the Presbyteries, in 
the interior of the State, when the sessional re- 
cords of the various churches were passing un- 
der review. ‘The committee appointed to ex- 
amine one of the record books, reported that 
the records were in order and well kept, with 
the exception that whenever the word J’as/or 
occurred it was called Pasture. ‘They recom- 
mended that the spelling be censured, and the 
other parts approved. One of the members of 
the nody, now a venerable Doctor of Divinity, 
not a thousand miles off, moved that the excep- 
tion be stricken out. As a reason for the mo- 
tion, he stated that he had assisted the Minis- 
ter of that church at‘several sacramental meet- 
ings, and he had observed that a large part of 
his congregation resorted to his house for the 
purpose of refreshing the inner man during the 
progress of the meetings, from which he infer- 
red they regarded him in the light rather of a 
Pasture than of a Pastor. He moved, there- 
fore, that the spelling be permitted to pass 
out censure, at least until the Presbytery shpuld 
convince the congregation that their minigter, 
to whom they gave a very meagre ry, 
whilst they fed upon him without stint, was not 
a Pasture. From indications which have pre- 
sented themselves to us, as we have visited 
about among our brethren in the ministry, with- 
in the last few years, we have concluded that 
the people of the congregation above alluded 
to, are not the only ones that have committed 
this blunder, If the people, however, would 
enrich the soil plentifully, it'would not be so se- 
rious a matter if they did feed upon it, but to 
exhaust its strength whilst they withhold that 
which will recuperate it, is too bad.—Louis- 
ville Herald.

Robert and James A. Haldane descended 
from an ancient Perthshire family through 
twenty generations of noble or baronial Scot- 
tish ancestors. ‘hey entered the British navy 
in 1780-85, and were engaged in many of the 
battles with the French tlects. Robert early 


jleft the navy, and settled on the paternal es- 


tates of Airthrey; while James attained to dis- 
tinction as the commander of an East India- 
man. At nearly the same period, they enlist- 
ed under the banner of the cross, and devoted 
their fine abilities and manly accomplishments, 
and wealth and station, to the cause of the 
Redeemer. The gospel was received by them 
in its fulness, ang) to the propagation and de- 
fence of its deepest and richest truths they 
consecrated a iiaaery, nearly, of unremit- 
ted toil, with results extending from island to 
island and continent to contineut. 

The facts of the Serampore mission, then 
recently commenced, prompted the mind of 
Robert to dispose of his valuable estates, and 
found a mission in India entirely at his own 
charges, to embrace such men as Drs. Bogue, 
Innes, and Ewing, with a printing establish- 
ment for publishing Bibles and tracts. His 
munificent plan was thwarted by the East In- 
dia company. But Providence overruled the 
opposition to foreigh missions to the further- 
auce of the gospel among the home heathen. 

James Haldane became interested in the 
evangelical plans of two zealous laymen in 
Edinburgh, Messrs. Campbell and Aikman.— 
Intercourse with these men of God, and a tour 
into the Highlands with the eminent Mr. Si- 
meon, of Cambridge, gave direction to the fu- 
ture career of the naval oflicer. He laid every 
thing on the altar of love, and became a burn- 
ing and a shining light for fifty-four years. A 
village of colliers, near Edinburgh, had had 
“nothing like the gospel in the parish church 
for at least forty years.” Haldane’s first pub- 
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ed out from Geneva, and its echoes reverbe- 
rated through the mountains and valleys of 


, Switzerland, till they passed the Jura, tud were 


ard in France, in Belgium and in Germany.” 

Wonderful men! Their history of almost 
apostolic ardor and usefulness so contrasts

The Profession and Practice of the Law. 

A Lecture on this subject was delivered by 
Richard B. Kimball, in the city of New York, 
before members of the New York Bar, The 
following extracts will be of interest to all our 
readers, as containing a brief sketch of the 
history of the profession of law: 

“ ‘The Egyptians are said to be the first peo- 
ple who rightly understood the rules of gov- 
ernment, and their country was considered by 
the ancients as the most renowned school for 
politics, and the source whegce most arts and 
sciences were derived. As a nation, the in- 
habitants were grave and serious, and they be- 
stowed their noblest labors on the iniprove- 
ment of mankind ; so that Stephen, when prais- 
ing Moses, says of him, ‘ He was learned in all 
the wisdom of the Egyptians.’ 

“In the gyptian courts affairs were tran- 
sacted entirely by writing, in order to guard 
against surprise, and to prevent the effeet of 
what was termed false eloquence, which daz- 
zles the mind and moves the passions. ‘They 
declared that truth could not be expressed with 
too much plainness, as it alone was to have 
sway in judgments, because in that alone the 
rich and por, the powerful and weak, the 
learned and the ignorant, were to find relief 
and security. ‘Thus you see that thé advocate 
had already begun to have recourse to impro- 
per influences, which were looked upon with 
disfavor by the judges, and guarded against in 


lic effort was made among the ignorant and 
irreligious population of this village. ‘The peo- 
ple tlocked in crowds to hear the sea captain ; 
and when driven from the school-house, fol- 
lowed him to a barn. A blessing followed 
these informal services. “Hearing of the 
deathlike state of the north of Scotland, and 
the carelessness and immorality of the minis- 


preaching the gospel in the streets of the towns 
and villages—the first of a series of itineran- 
cies in which these devoted men with Mr.

and thousands of the “common people heard 
them gladly.” ‘The record of their labors is 
written in the revived condition of entire Chris- 
tian communions; in the more spiritual char- 
acter of the ministry, and in the godly lives 
j and blessed immortality of immense numbers, 
who, otherwise, might have perished from the 
very enclosures of the sanctuary. 

The destitution of the people and their ea- 
'gerness for religious instruction thus develop- 
red, led to the organization in Edingurgh, of 
“the Society for Propagating the Gospel at 
Home’’—“ not to extend the influence of any 


Christ.” Mr. Robert Haldane supplied the 
greater part of the funds for this benevolent 
and widely blessed enterprise. Large editions 
of tracts were published at the expense of the 
Haldanes, and the distribution of them was 
their constant habit, befure a Tract Society 
existed in Great Britain. 

Robert converted the Ediuburgh circus into 
a church at his own expense, and bought or 
built large houses of worship in Glasgow, Dun- 
dee, Perth, ‘Thurso, Wick, and Elgin. tle 
provided for the whole expense of supporting 
and instructing three hundred young men for

by the plaintid’ himsel!, provided he ‘had a wit- 
ness present; this was a citation to appear on 
a certain day before the judge. If the suit was 
against a married woman, the husband had to 
be joined. Before the trial of a cause both par- 
ities were obliged to deposit in court a Certain 
sum, (a sort of security for costs,) this sum de- 
pending on the amount in litigation, and regula- 
ted by it. ‘This, after the determingtion of the 
cause, was divided among the judges, and the 
losing party not only forfeited the; amdunt he 
‘had deposited, but was obliged to restore the 
moneyto his adversary. I submit to you wheth- 
er here was not the germ of the fee bill? Little, 
however, could the subtle Greek, witli all his 
philosophy and imagination, have fathomed the

“There were also circuit judges’ who went 
round through a certain number of boroughs, 
and had cognizance of all controversies about 
money, When it did not exgeed a certain sum.

the ministry. One of his first students was 
the now marr Dr. M of this country. 
In‘these and kindred plaus for evangelization, 
le expended in twelve years alone consid- 
erably more than £70,000 sterling, or about 
$350,000. 

Besides this almost incredible pecuniary 
charity, and the time and care demanded in 
the details of the enterprises sustained by it, 
he wrote an elaborate work on the Evidences 
of Christianity, a Commentary on Romans, 
and numerous other productions—all aiming 
at the one central object of his life, the ex- 
altation of Christ as an almighty and all sul- 
ficient Saviour. 

But his plans of usefulness were not restrict- 
ed to Scotland. He made provision, at an 
expense of $35,000 a year, for bringing 
thirty of the sons of African chiefs to Eng- 
land, to be religiously educated and sent back 
to spread civilization and Christianity. ‘This 
measure was defeated, even after the arrival 
of the African boys, by worldly intrigue. 
He spent three years at Geneva and Mon- 
tauban, in 1816-19, where even the schools 
of the prophet were the seats of formalism and 
Socinianism, and his bold and unremitting de- 
claration of a spiritual religion was blessed in 
the conversion of most of the students, and 
some of the pastors. Cesar Malan, Monod, 
Gonthier, Pyt, Vivien, and Marle D’Aubigne 
the great historian, were of the number who 
connect his visit with their new spiri(ual life —

tion of the laws and judicial proceedings of the 
ancient Romans. Learned commentators have 
written volumes in praise of the civil law, and I 
need only say that we have scarcely a general 
rule or statute which is not traceable to it, 

“It is among the Romans that I first find 
too great an importance attached to forms in 
pleading. ‘The greatest caution at length came 
to be necessary in drawing up the writ, for if 
there was a mistake in one word the whole 
cause was lost. Qui plus petebat quam debi- 
tum est, causum perdebat. \ regret to add that 
all this technicality, and all these pretty exce 
tions to the forms of pleading, were chargeable 
on unworthy members of the legal profession. 
As it now is, so it then was—there were small, 
narrow-minded, bustling and officious crea- 
tures of the law, who sought to prosecute and 
defend actions by the most reprehensible cour- 
ses. ‘The persons were (as they still are) great 
annoyances to the honorable lawyer. Cicero 
complains of them very frequently. He calls 
the person who is skilled only in the framing 
of writs and in picking flaws in pleadings, Leg- 
uleius—a Pettifogger; also, preco actionum— 
cantor formularum—auceps syllabarum—a 
crier of actions—a singer of forms—a caviller 
in syllables. So that such persons were at 
that day held up to merited contempt. It was 
also among the Romans that we first find a 
systematic division of the profession into spe- 
cial pleaders, counsellors, and advocates. ‘The 
first prepared the pleadings; the second, who 
were called Ministrators, often sat by the side 
of the advocate to make suggestions; the third 
argued the case. ‘This was done much as it 
is at present, each party making two speeches; 
the first answering to our opening, and the 
second to our summing up. How many hours 
were to be allowed to each advocate was left 
for the court to determine. Hour glasses con- 
taining water were used, as among the Greeks. 
Sometimes the advocates were given as much 
time as they required. 

“Under the Emperors a most despicable 
custom creptin. Certain advocates employed 
and kept in their pay a class of people called 
mancipes, a sort of modern clacquer, whose bu- 
siness it was to procure persons who should at- 
tend the court and applaud while they were 
speaking, whenever a man, who stood in the 
middle of them, should give the word. These 
persons received for the services a stipulated 
sum, generally about three denani—some four 
shillings of our money—a day. I need not add 
that such a practice was despised and ridi- 
culed by the high-minded. 

“With reference to the Romans, I will 
repeat that almost all our laws, all our legal 
rules, our very mode of trial, jury trial and all, 
are derived from them. 

“ One word as to the trial by jury. Weare 


in the habit of referring to the enactments of 


Altred for the establishment of this invaluable 
prerogative of the people, so that it is often 
called the “ Englishman’s privilege.” The 
limiting the number to twelve men, and the fra- 
ming of special rules referring to the selection 
of the jury from the ‘hundred,’ belonged to 
Alfred ; but the Roman trials were really jury 
trial& ‘The word Judices, in the plural, is 
translated Judges, but refers to a certain num- 
ber, about five hundred, who were seleeted for 
the hearing and deciding of a cause—the Ques- 
tor or Pretor sitting as magistrate, and who 
were at first taken from the Patricians, and af- 
terwards from the Equites, from which five 
hundred the defendant selected fifty to hear 
and determine the action, until at length the ju- 
dices in criminal cases were chosen from the 
people themselves. ‘This certainly was a trial 
by jury, and to the Romans is indebted the 
credit of establishing it. 

‘Italy at length was invaded and conquered 
by the Goths, who were aot the savage and un- 
civilized race many historians would have us 
suppose. We have the evidence of Grotius 


that, as a nation, they possessed great integri- 


ty, and were distinguished by love of justice 
aud good faith, rs were governed by wise 
laws. ‘These laws Eunie, the Visigoth, who 
reigned in 470, caused to be digested into a 
code, which code is acknowledged to be the 
foundation of Spanish law, and which was 
prior by fifty years to the date of the Pandects 
of the Roman law made by order of Justinian. 
Notwithstanding this, | do not find any partic- 
ular account among these northern nations of 
the manner in which judicial proceedings were 
conducted, or of the occupation asa profess. 
ion of advocates. Shortly the ordeal, or trial 
by fire or water, and the trial by judicial com- 
bat, which prevailed generally, struck a blow 
to all just administration of law, and to the em- 
ployment of the lawyer. Under the feudal 
system, when the chief oppressed or defended 
his vassal at pleasure, and claimed both civil 
and crimimal jurisdiction over him, there was 
no shelter from violence or oppression, and the 
arm of the brave was the only tribunal to which 
the helpless could appeal for justice.

The people of the city of San Francisco do 
ordain as follows: 
Sec. 1. It shall not be lawful for any person 
or persons, firms or companies to pursue and 
rosecute upon Sunday, within the corporate 
fienien, their usual and ordinary occupations, 
business or means of livelihood. 


Sec. 2. It shall not be lawful for any person, | 


firm or company, to keep open for the transac- 
tion of business, within the corporate limits of 
the city, any house, store, office, shop or manu- 
factory, upon Sunday. 

Sec. 3. 


house, inn, refectory, bakery, public vehicle or 
boat, or those engaged in the prosecution of any 
business connected therewith. 

Sec. 4. Any person yiolating any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, shall, upon conviction 
before the Recorder, pay a penalty of not less 
than ten, nor more than five hundred dollars, 
or be imprisoned, or both, in the discretion of 
the Recorder. 

Sec. 5. The proprietors of the places of busi- 
ness mentioned in Sec. 2, as well as the person 
or persons keeping the place open, or attend- 
ing to the business thereof, shall be considered 
as guilty of a violation of. this ordinance, 
whether therein present at the time or not. 


It will be seen that this Ordinance is essen- 
tially the same as thosc enacted by the Conr 
mon Councils of the Atlantic Cities in reference 
to the Sabbath. It is no more severe. It em- 
bodies no more restraints. Public opinion sus- 
tains it there. Public opinion will sustain it 
here. Indeed, we know that iaany of those en-

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California Plants. 
‘T'xex.—Who that has communed with 
‘nature in her gayest attire, while wending his 


quiet way among the hills of San Francisco, 
has not observed a small shrub with dark ever- 


clustered flowers, redolent with a delightful 
fragrance! This unobtrusive little shrub, in the 
Happy Valley portion of our city, emulates a 
tree on the North Beach side; reaching to the 
heigh; of 12 feet; and 21 inches im circum- 
ference. 

The amateur observer may see a more mag- 
nificient specimen than the above, on the road- 
side as we go towards the coast in the direction 
of the Sugar-Loaf Mt., near the MountaingLake. 
This tree is 3 feet in circumference, 20 feet 
high, having a straight well-proportioned body of 
at least 6 feet without a branch. These parti- 
culars are noted on account of our authors, 
who speak of the largest shrubs as only attain- 
ing to the size of a man’s arm. ‘ 

The one from which this first measurement was 
taken, as well as many others of similar pro- 
portions, may be seen in Mr. Walton’s yard, 
at the head of Pacific St. West, rejoicing in a 
friend to guard them from that yandal axe.— 
This is a species of the “ New Jersey tea-tree ;” 
that distinguished name having been obtained 
for its kin, the C. Americanus during our revolu- 
tionary war, its leaves being used as a patrio- 
tic substitute for the famous Boston, alias China 
lea, 
Our California tea-tree is the Ceonothus ‘Thyr- 
siforus. Called also here, Wild Lilac. 

‘The fluwers are in long conic clusters at the 
extremity of the young *b-anchces, of a bright 
blue color, even when dry; the little leaflets of 
the flower are singularly arched in, forming a 
sack, shaped like a Turkish turban. The dry 
fruit is obtusely three-angled, with three cells, 
and three seeds. ‘The /eaves also, are three-rib- 


bed, with strong veins beneath, dark varnished 
green above, edges with small glandular or 


dotted teeth ; the young branches are angled 
or ribbed, and of a deep sap-green color like 
the leaves. 
This native shrub when carefully cherished, 
and trained, cannot fail to prove highly orna- 
mental. ‘Ihe dense clustered dark shining 
evergreen foliage, 'and beautiful fragrant flow- 
ers, have already enlisted some attention ; as 
one may see, from the laudible efforts at train- 
ing and transplanting it in this city. Ifthe 
Fringe-trec, Snowdrop-tree or White Ash as it 
is called (a Chionanthus) were brought here 


tfrom the old states, and this budded into it, as 


the lilac has been, the three blooming at the 
sume time ofthe year would display a grace 
and harmonious contrast rarely seen. 

The shrub. especially the root, is quite astrin- 
gent, and may be used in spirits, tea or powder; 
where the use of astringents is proper. The 
leaves make a yellow dye.

Letter from Oregon. 


Portianxp, Jan. 18th 1853. 

Mr. Enrror :—I designed writing long since, 
but the pressure of numerous cares has _ hither- 
to prevemed. The Pacific is received regu- 
larly here, and allow me to say that its readers 
in this city are highly pleased with the tone 
and spirit of the paper. Your views on the 
leading topics of the times, meet our sympathy 
and approhation. Particularly have we ap- 
proved of the course taken by your journal on 
the subject of Free Schools, ‘Temperance, and 
the introduction of Slave and Peon labor on 
the Pacific Coast. I iyay safely say that 
your numerous,readers throughout this Terri- 
tory, express, as they have opportunity, the 
same sympathy and approval. And I may go 
farther and say that the same views are enter- 
tained and warmly cherished by the great mass 
of thinking, moral and religious men and wo- 
men in Uregon. Perhaps, however, I ought to 
qualify this statement a little at least so far as 
Free Schools are concerned. I regret to say 
that some of our good and worthy citizens, in- 
cluding certain Protestant ministers — whom 
[ might easily name but will not now—are 
very far from being Orthodox, or, in other words 
enlightened and philanthropic in their views 
on this subject. But others feel, of whom the 
writer is one, that“sink or swim, live or die, sur- 
vive or perish,” they go in heart and hand for 
for Free Schools. Give us free schools, a free 
Gospel, and free labor, and Oregon is bound to 
go ahead. We are pleased to hear that the 
Free School system has succeeded so well in 
San Francisco. It wipes off in our estimation 
many a dark spot from her golden face, places 
her upon a high stand point, and speaks well 
for her future prosperity. 

Our winter has been unusnally severe, as 
you may have already heard. We have had 
what is very unusual in this valley, deep snow. 
It fell in some places to the depth of two feet. 
The mercury went down nearly to zero. Since 
the cold weather we have had floods of rain, 
and the Willamette river at this point has been 
higher by two or three fect than it has ever 
been known to be before since the settlement 
here of the Americans. [| allude to the rise 
caused by the flow from above, and not by that 
which results from the back waters as in the 
June freshets from*the Columbia. Considerable 
losses have been sustained in consequence, at 
Oregon City, Lime City and places above.— 
Portland is above the flows, and has received no 
injury except to her wharves. The banks of 
our rivers are generally higher than are those 
of yours in California, and our river cities are 
in consequnce not so liable to inundations. 

The severe weather has caused much suffer- 
ing among the immigrants. Many of them on 
their wilderness way across the contirient had 


green foliage, beautiful lilac-colored, and lilac- 


already suffered much by sickness and loss of 


property, and their destitution on arriving here 
was in many cases very great. The citizens 
ot Portland generously contributed in sums 
sent out to them, as well as after their arrival 
in, between two and three thousand dollars, 
which for a small place like ours is a large 
amount. Other places have contributed hand- 


in like manner, 


of our markets having been drained tosupply the 
demands of California. The poofand destitute 
immigrants have in consequencejpeen reduced 
to pinching want, many of thém to almost 
starvation. Cases of this severity have been 
-discovered even in this city? but, to the credit of 
our’ citizens, they have been instantly relieved 
when made known. I fear that there may 
be those suffering in distant and out of the 
way places to whom relief may never come.— 
Should the severity of the winter hold, there 
must be great suffering.

PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION—ABSOLUTISM IN FRANCE— 

INTALLATION IN BEVERLY, 

Sartem, Mass., Dec. 18, 1862. 

Messrs. Editors: —Hitherto I have made no ref- 
erence to the election, My silence on this sub- 
ject—hitherto one of the most exciting and eve- 
ry four years sweeping over the land like anan- 
gry ocean—may be regarded as symbolical of 
the general apathy. I never knew a national 
election, in which there was so little feeling on 
both sides. Enthusiasm was a commodity that 
could not oe manufactured. .The country was 
too prosperous to provoke it—the candidates too 
indifferent to justify it. The attempt was about 
as ridiculous and unsuccessful as to endeavor 
to make stout and healthy men (who always ex- 
pect to remain so) enthusiastic about some nos- 
trum of a quack. Our country felt-well. She 
knew she was in good condition. She was ro- 
tund, hale, hearty—could eat any thing, and no- 
thing impaired her digestion—and she expected 
always to remain so, and what did she care for 
the pillets with whieh Scott and Pierce propo- 
sed to medicate her! She could not get excited 
in the matter. She could not wring her throat 
with shouts, nor twirl her cap. Impossible. 

Accordingly, politicians were left to work 
nearly alone. ‘They performed the usual 
amount of wire-pulling, ringing the bells, and 
raising the curtains—but the people were not 
there. ‘The political machinery wa# dry, very 
dry. There were mass-meetings, but the mass- 
es were at home; conventions, but the people 
did not convene. There were processions, 
torch-light and daylight, but they were shrivel- 
ed and lean, like skeletons, and seemed as if 
some one had pinched off the ends close to the 


head. 

But the election is over, and the Democracy 
—as usual, save when the Whigs by some ruse 
have contrived to win the support of those not 
permanently attached to cither party—have car, 
ried the day—overwheliningly carried it. And 
here, in the magnitude of their success, many 
Whigs find the brightest omen for the future of 
our country.

Indeed, must not the time come when the per- 
manent and leading centers of party organiza- 
tion in this country, as it has long been in Eng- 
land, will be progressiveness and conserwatism!— 
Of course there will be temporary or local qu¢s- 
tions, that will more or less deflect party lines. 
But these will soon pass away and leave parties 


to rally again around their natural nuclei. And’ 


if this be so, may not the remark, which Web- 
ster is said to have made a few days before he 
died, “ Afler the fourth Of March next the Whig par- 
ty will be only known in history,” prove true, and 
thereafter we have only conservatives and rad- 
icals or progressives’ There can be no doubt 
that a horizontal division of society is more na- 
tural for parties, thana vertical one; and no 
doubt that the upper sections of the Whigs and 
Democrats have more affinities for each other, 
than they have for the under sections with which 
they are respectively associated at present— 
and so in regard to these latter. Parties must 
eventually be based on the great diverging ten- 
dencies belonging to society, and no permanent 
organization can rest on ephemeral questions 
of policy. 

hile we by our recent election, have de- 
clared by a large majority for democracy, 
France, by a singular gyrating facility, has de- 
clared, with even greater unanimity, for absolu- 
tism. The Napoleonic dynasty is restored.— 
Napoleon III reigns, and the pillars of his throne 
seem to be more firmly setiled than were ever 
those of Napoleon I. ‘The course of France, so 
fickle and bloody, and equally applauding suc- 
cessful freedom and brilliant tyranny—is easiest 
explained on the supposition of an almost en- 
tire want of national virtue. Men of principle 
—a nation with a conscience—a people wedded 
to right, could not be driven into such inconsis- 
tent attitudes, and they certainly would not as- 
sume them of themselves. France has deserved 
revolutions and reverses as a punishment for 
want of virtue. And let her history stand as a 
monument to the world that a nation is only fit 
to be the prey for tyrants, when its virtue is all 
honey-combed and rotten, like ice in a spring 
exposure, and ready to go to pieces on expe- 
riencing the slightest shock. She has been 
the daring man’s coquette—no matter what his 
character might be. She has flirted with Ma- 
rat and Danton, with Napoleon, then with the 
Bourbons again, with Louis Philippe, then with 
Lamatine, and now she flirts with a Bonaparte 
again. May our country take warning, and 
know that it is only by constancy to Truth, 
Right, and God that she can hope for a glori- 


ous future !

| Letter from Sear's Diggings. 
MOUNTAIN SNOW STORM —-VILLAGES BURIED UNDER 


—PROSPECTS AHEAD. 


Our readers will remember seeing two months ; 
ago in the Pacific, some account of Sear’s Dig- 


gings, and of our visit there in the month of Oc- 
twenty miles 


So elevated is this 
region, and exposed to the wintry storms that 
sweep with such violence around the great 


tober. It is in Sierra County, 
north-west of Downieville. 


Sierra, that we have feared the worst conse- 


quences to its inhabitants during the late severe 


weather. That they have experienced in the 


may be gathered from the following interesting 
letter of an intelligent miner, hospitalities we 
once shared in his own large. and well built 
pine Jog cabin at Oroville, the uppermost vil- 
lage of the diggings: : 
Sear’s Dicaines, Dec, 30, 185 

Mr. Editor:—I have great pleasure in ac- 
knowledging the receipt of the Pacific, which 
reached us about two wecks since, after a most 
slow and tortuous journey by the way of Port 
Wine. I have carefully read every item in it, 
commencing with “ The Pacific, a Weekly Jour- 
nal,” and ending with the last advertisement on 
the last page. I have thus obtained some infor- 
mation, and material for thought, thereby great- 
ly relieving me of my loneliness, You know 
not what a pleasure it is to receivea paper here 
in the mountains, so far are we removed from 
the settlements below, so isolated, and shut in 
at present from the rest of the world. 

If you were here now, you would not think 
our location quite so pleasant as it appeared in 
October. Our lively little villages are now 
quite deserted. The Orovillians have all taken 
leave for a more genial clime. Mr. Young and 
I are the only occupants of our respective 
houses. Your mountain guides, Wells and 


keepers, left about two weeks ago. The snow 
is upon us! Turn in what direction you will, 
nothing meets the gaze but snow, huge moun- 
tains of snow—not such insignificant snows as 
you dwellers in the plains have been accustom- 
ed to, no irideed !—You must dwell upon the Al- 
pine heights, before you can see or appreciate 
u genuine snow storm—but snows that obliter- 
ate all marks of a former world—filling up val. 
leys, levelling the hills, burying the houses, hi- 
ding all familiar things: so that one can stand 
over the roof of his own house, in the midst of his 
own village, and feel himself a stranger. Such 
are the snows we have here, here, where the king 
ef the snow holds his court. This is the very 
threshold of his palace. The huge and ragged 
sides of the great mountain you ascended, are 
now level and smooth as a garden walk. The 
bushes around have long ago been hidden—the 
tall firs and pines have taken their place—the 


lofty forest has sunk to the insignificance of 


chapparel, and will ’ere long, at past rates, dis- 
appear. We have had three distinct, grand 
snow storms. The first lasted six days; the 
second, eight; the last, 12 days and 13 nights! 
Then came one clear day ; then the snow again 
commenced and continued to fall one day, and 
was superseded by the rain, which has been 
pouring down for the last 48 hours, and still 
continues. How shall make you comprehend 
the unremitting, continual, driving storm which 
ragedAncessant during these 12 days and 13 
You must not suppose that the snow 
fell occasionally, more or less, sometimes hold- 
ing up, or intermitting its. efforts—the clouds 
sometimes less dense, with a gleam of blue sky 
now and then, as would be the fashion in any 
other country. Nosuch thing. Horizontally a 
few yards bounded the view. If you turned 
your gaze upward, a few feet above your head 
appeared a dreary mass of solid snow pushing 
furiously onward, from which portions seemed 
continually breaking and falling. Day by day 
the laborious clouds relaxed not their efforts, 
until | could not but believesuch unceasing toil 
must be wearisome, and feel for the tired 
clouds atouch of pity. But whether the clouds 
were tired or not, they only ceased snowing to 
commence raining; which new labor, they a 


prosecuting with wonderful zeal. : 
I have no idea that I could by any effort of de- 


scription, convey to you a correct conception 
of a mountain snow storm. But if I could not 
describe the storm while raging, | could tell you 
something about its results and the present as- 
pect of things. Before this rain commenced, 
which has caused the snow to settle some two 
or 3 feet, it was from 12 to 15 feet deep; but from 
simply knowing the depth in feet and inches, 
you will not be likely form a correct idea of 
how much snow this really is. -Well, try and 
conceive how it would appear, when I tell you 
the snow Is two feet deeper on a level than the 
comb of the roof of my house. No portion of 
the house is visible, nor would a stranger from 
any outward indication, imagine that a good 
sized comfortable house lay hidden beneath 
that uniform plain of snow. Of Young’s house, 
only a few feet of the top of the chimney is vis- 
ible, while most of the houses lower down the 
hill have totally disappeared, a slight mound 
only marking the position of those uninhabited. 
The smoke from the chimneys curling upward, 
from circular holes in the snow, shows the 
whereabouts of those not entirely deserted. 

My comrades, as I have mentioned, are all gone 
and I am here all alone. My only companion, 
an owl, who gravely sits all day long on the 
handle of a shovel in the wood shed, and he is 
poor company, for he appears entirely absorb- 
ed in meditation. WhenI go out for wood to 
replenish my fire, he deigns me no furthor no- 
tice than simply to turn towards me his head. 
So abstracted is he, and unaware of his real 
position, that he probably imagines himeelf Jo- 


cated in the ample hollow of some huge pine. 
I have endeavored to cultivate his acquaintance, 


but he declines my friendship, and with a few 
leisurely flaps of his wings moves off on my 


way of snow, storms and of life under the snow,

‘temperature Of the climate afford facilities for 
the production of most kinds of desirable fruits. 
The grape, apple, pear, olive, peach, nectarine, 
orange and lemon all flourish tggether in the 
same garden. Were the raisin-grape introduced, 
‘the dry season stretching long into autumn, 
would be most favorable for curing the fruit— 
Olives grow with great luxurance and with 
abundant yields. The oranges, whether owing 
to the peculiar kind of tree introduced, or want 
of suilicient heat in the sun’s rays, are not of 
‘the tinest flavor, though some which I ate at 
the garden of Mr. Wolfskill, were superior to 
those we generally get at the East. 
I conceive that the settlement of Lus Angeles 
County, with industrious American farmers, 
with the all important iniluence of schools and 
churches to give a savor of inteligence and 
morality to the community, will tend to make 
it somewhat of an carthly paradise.

grant’s home at every half mile or so, and 
patches of the soil already under cultivation.
